when he said on a recent 

SBS program that the 

three-points-for-a-win 

system didn’t work and 
the league is not consider- 
ing re-introducing it. 

Well I've got news for Sam. 
On current trends 1986 will 
be the worst in the history 
of the NSL in its yield of 
goals. So the league will just 
have to consider re-intro- 
ducing or introducing 
something. 

Sam ne doubt draws his con- 
clusion that the three- 
points system “didn’t work” 
from the figures which 
shows that 1983, the solitary 
year the system was used, 
does NOT stand out as the 
ce: producing the most 


goals. 

And on the face of it he does 
appear to have a point 

The best ever season, in that 
regard, was 1978 when the 
league yielded an average 
of 2.92 goals per game. 

The second best was 1982, 
ironically the year before 
the three-point system was 
introduced with an average 
of 2.0. 

1983, the only year the three- 
point system was flirted 
with, produced a game 
avarage of 2.65, a drop of 
0.25 from the previous 
season. 

Why it dropped is a total mys- 
tery, for I cannot see teams 
being deliberately less ag- 
gressive in the face of such 
rewards. 


But it is interesting that since 
1983 the goal average has 
been falling. 

it was in 1984 that the league 
was Split into its two con- 
ferences, bringing in a 
number of teams below real 
NSL strength and a huge 
number of scorelines with 
huge margins. 

Such as the 6-0 by Preston Ma- 
kedonia over Penrith, the 7- 
9 by West Adelaide Hellas 
over George Cross, the 6-1 
by Marconi over George 
Cross, and the 6-0 by Sydney 
City Hakoah over Melita. 

But last season, the figure 
plummeted to 2.17, the 
worst ever. The season 
gave us 17 scoreless draws 
and 47 one-goal victories — 
some 64 matches, almost 26 
per cent of games, produc- 
ing one goal or less. 

This season, after six rounds, 
the match average was 2.5, 
which might make you 
sink comfortably into be- 
lieving that things are 
improving. 

But last year, in that dreadful- 
ly negative season after six 
rounds the figure was in 
fact higher — 2.65 — and by 
the end of season had 





















perate, and more cautious, I 
almost can guarantee that 
the 1986 average will be the 
lowest ever. 

That takes care of the “goals” 
argument which is by no 
means the most important 
in the three-points-for-a- 
win debate. 

Sam Papasavas misses the 
point. What such encour- 
agements do, and have 
done for the English Foot- 
ball League, is open up the 
championship making it in- 
finitely less predictable 
and of course more 
exciting. 

It is what gave the NSL its 
most memorable climax in 
1983. 

In 1983 after round 16 it was 
unlikely Newcastle which 
was leading the chase. 
Then Preston Makedonia 
took over and was perched 
at the top for 15 rounds. 
After round 26 it was Syd- 
ney City, Hakoah, then St 
George for another two 
weeks, 

After the second last round, 
Makedonia took over again. 
With one match to play the 
top five looked like this:

the NSL had to mobilise 
strict policing of the game 
kick-off times, ensuring 
that all kicked off at the 
same time.

But of course the most infuri- 
ating thing about the claim 
that the system “didn’t 
work” is that it wasn’t done 
away with because it didn’t 
work. 

The death-blow to the system 
was delivered at the brief- 
est of meetings of the Coun- 
cil of Clubs at the Southern 
Cross Hotel in Melbourne 
late in 1983. 

It was several hours before 
the lavish awards presenta- 
tions at which Prime Minis- 
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ter Hawke told us what an 
important game soccer was 
and how much the Federal 
Government was going to 
help it along. 

The meeting was held behind 
closed doors and, I remem- 
ber, before the waiting 
journalists had a chance to 
pour themselves a cup of 
coffee in the adjoining 
room, the meeting was over 
and the three-points system 
had been threwn out with- 
out debate. 

Of course, we all knew why it 
was thrown out, — because 
there were sufficient clubs, 
scared out of their pants by 
relegation, that preferred 
the two-points system, cal- 
culating that a gallon of 
dull draws in the ensuing 
season would ensure their 
survival. 

Of course the fans, the people, 
to whom all the clubs and to — 
whom Sam Papasavas ulti- 
mately are responsible, 
were not consulted, 

Until more recently wheno 
SBS took a viewers’ poll and 
found they preferred the 
three-points system by 16 to 
one. 

Need l remind Sam that of alt 
the people involved with 
soccer — players, coaches, 
referees, journalists, ad- 
ministrators — it is only 
the fans who pay. 

They deserve to be listened to 
for once.

Let’s hope that the or- 
thopaedic surgeon he’s 
seeing this week will en- 
able a fully fit Gojevic to 
be at that camp. 

Gojevic was in stunning 
form earlier this year until 
running into a Roger Bain tack- 
le in the semi-final of the Buf- 
falo Gold Cup against George 
Cross. 

Gojevic couldn't train the 
next week yet played in the 
Croatia side which won the fi- 
naf against Heidelberg. The 
following week, he again 
couldn't train and even though 
he was in pain he played 
against Sydney Croatia in the 
Ansett Challenge Shield match 
at Olympic Park. 

He finally decided to seek 
medical advice and to his as- 
tonishment found that he hada 
broken ankle.

“T feel really confident about 
my ability now.

Gojevic's background suggests 
that he’s a quick learner. He 
joined Melbourne Croatia as an

A 5-1 defeat by Algeria 
in 1879 which climinated Morocco 
Irom the 1980 Olympics led to wide- 
ranging changes af the international 
level — and brought in tall, gifted keep- 
er Zaki. Since then Zaki has become 
national captain and an indispensable 
element in Morecco’s play- His inspira- 
tional saves, consistent technique and 
organising abilities dominate at the 
back. Zaki let in only one goal (in the 
last match, a 1-0 defeat in Libya) in 
eight World Cup qualifying matches.

AC. 31. A tough, physical right-back he 
could have forced himself into Faria's 
Starting line-up for Mexico — especial- 
ly if Biaz does not play. 

ABDELMAJID LEMRISS. Defender. 
FAR. 27. A skilled left-back with plenty 
of international experience. »Lamriss 
was sent off against Cameroun in the 
Nations Cup in March, but is usually 
thought of a a stabilising influence. 

MUSTAGHA BIAZ. Defender. KAC 
Marrakesh, 25. A full-back, happy in 
the centre of the defence, Biaz is con- 
troversial and talented. Currently set- 
tled at KACM, his name has been 
associated with FAR.

MOUNCIF EL-HADDAOUL. Midfield. 
AS Sale. 22. Not to be confused with the 
great Mustapha Huaddaovi, the Sale 
man has impressed as the Sale club in- 
creases in stature. 


ARDELMAJID DOLMY. Midfield. 
RCA, 33. An all-round utility player, 
crucial to the midfield. First cap back 
in 1974 when Morocco beal Senegal 4-0 
in Fez and Dolmy shone for the first 
time. Capable of playmaking which 
will be especially important if Tim- 
moumil cannot play. More than compe- 
tent. in defence and counter-allacking. 
The daily Al Bayane made Dolmy its 
player of the year despite Timmoumi's 
epic season. 


MOHAMMED TIMMOUML. Mid- 
field. FAR. 26. Now ao mature 26, this 
World Cup should by rights by Timmov- 
mi’s stage. Timmoumi's sheer class has 
driven Morocco to Mexice. The attack- 
ing pair of Krimau and Aziz Bouder- 
bala will badly miss his creative skills 
— as Morocco did in the Cairo Nations 
Cup — if he cannot play. As with Alge- 
ria’s Belloumi, injury has wrecked 
what Should have been ¥intage season. 
A clumsy tackle (or a clever foul) by 
Zamalek’s Gamal Abdallah in the Ra- 
bal Champjons Cup semi-final last No- 
vember caused scrious damage. 
Despite intensive treatment it became 
clear that Timmoumi would still need 
physiotherapy in March and April — 
and would arrive in Mexico after mini- 
mal training. His love of the left side of 
the pitch comes from early days as a 
left winger and that still shows in his 
pace and ability td get to the touchline. 
It is questionable to what extent he can 
regain these elements of his game for 
Mexico. Timmoumi is an African mid- 
field player in the mould of Theophile 
Abepa, Cameroun’s inspiration in 1982. 
Liké Abega he has won the African 
Footballer of the Year accolade. But 
whether he too can shine on the world 
stage remains to be seen. If he can 
show anything like his top form the 
World Cup will make Timmoumi 4 very 
attractive proposition for European 
clubs. 


MUSTAPHA MERRY. Midfield. Va- 
lenciennes. 26. An exciling elegant 
player who was Morocco’s “star” not 
more than (wo years ago, Merry sems 
to have dropped out of the reckoning 
just when his older brother Krimau has 
risen so sharply in status. But with 
Timmoumi doubtful and Faria disap- 
pointed with his local players" perfor- 
mance in Cairo, Mery Mustapha could 
be just the man for Mexico. Merry him- 
self says his main concern is keeping 
Valenciennes in the French second di- 
vision. He is team captain there. 


JEBRAN JAMAL. Midtield. KAC. 31. 
Capped since the 1976s, Jebran has still 
to fully establish Himself as an interna- 
tional, but picked for the nations Cup 
squad in March for his attacking 
temperament. 


ABDERRAZAK KHAIRE Midfield. 
FAR. 24. Attacking player who will be 


included in squad for Mexico and may 
make starting line-up unless Faria rad- 
ically reshuffies his pack. 


ABDALLAH HAJDAMOU. Midfield. 
FAR. 25. Another FAR player in the 
wars, out for Egypt, but back with his 
club. Sharp attacking instincts are not 
matched by cool finishing. 


MUSTAPHA HADDAOUI, Midheld. 
Lausanne, 26. Along with his former 
Raja colleague Dolmy, Haddaoui is an 
automatic selection. Now enchanting 
Swiss supporters having joined Lau- 
sanne in June 1985. His long shooting is 
a major asset, helping Morocco with 
the Mediferranean Games title, A true 
professional, Haddaoui with his dis- 
tinctive Kevin Keegan haircut, oper- 
ates from the centre of midficid 
moving wide and forward. 


AZIZ BOUDERBALA, Forward. Sion: 
25. Local boy made good. Aziz made his 
debut for WAC in 1977 and developed 
inte one of the great club's very best 
strikers before leaving for Switzerland 
in 1983. Excellent international form 
has made him a regular fixture since 
the 1983 Mediterranean Games. His 
goals were essential in Morocco’s qual- 
ification for Mexice — enhanced by an 
excellent understanding with his strik- 
ing partner Krimau. 


ABDELKRIM “KRIMAU" MERRY. 
Centre forward. 31. Over six feet tall, 
powerful and experienced, Krimau has 
had a vintage season with Le Havre in 
France, paired with Algeria's Ben- 
saoula, and for Morocco. Typically he 
arrived in Egypt after Morocco’s dull 
opening draw against Algeria and 
quickly opened his account with a goal 
against Cameroun. Krimav is a hard- 
ened pro who has weathered the inter- 
national place better than his brother 
Mustapha. Before Le Havre came 
Strasbourg, Metz, Bastia and Lille. Now 
back in his very best Metz form, Kri- 
mau not only knows what to do in front 
of goal, but has the power (with head 
and feet) and flare te do it, Working 
with his striking partner Aziz, Krimau 
has a lot of pressure on him — defences 
beware. 


ABDELFATTAH LAABATI. Centre 
forward. MAS. 23. Krimau's under- 
study, one of very few MAS players in 
the side, which ts rather strange given 
the Fez club is champion once again. 
Laabati, known us Fattah, could be 
used as a third forward — otherwise we 
will have to wait a little bit longer to 
see a leading striker of the future. 


HASSAN HANINI. Forward. Bor- 
deaux. 27. A talented striker who had 
problems finding a place in the French 
club's all-star team. Now establishing 
himself in France and Morocco where 
Faria listed him with his original Na- 
tions Cup squad. Scored on his first ap- 
pearance for Morocco. 


ABDELAZIZ SOULEIMANI. Left 
winger. MAS. 27. A good finisher. 
brought in to give Morocco width. could 
feature in Mexico. 


RAJHI FAKHREDINE. Right wing- 
er, WAC. 27. More popular with sup- 
porters than the national coach, many 
Moroccans believe Fakhredine has de- 
served more caps. 


ABDESALAM LAGHRISSI. Right 
winger. FAR. 26. Could play in midfield 
if wings are occupied, Laghrissi's sca- 
son Was dogged with injury, but playing 
with FAR in Championship by Febru- 
ary means Furia may stand by him. 


KHALED LABIED. Righi winger. 
FUS. 32. His many critics call him slow 
and supporters are quick to remember 
dozens of missed chances in front of 
goal, but Labied has experience on his 
side and Faria seems to have confi- 
dence, playing him in Egypt. A.veteran 
of the 1970s, Labied had a spell as a 
professional in the UAE. 


NEW USSR COACH 


Eduard Malofeyev, who took the Soviet Union through 
the qualifying rounds to the World Cup, has been replaced 
by Valery Losanovsky, coach of European Cup Winners’ Cup 
champion Dynamo Kiev and a former nationai coach. 


According to an official statement, the Presidium of the Soviet 
Football Federation relieved Eduard Malofeyev of the duties of chief 
coach in view of his personal request and also because the national 
side includes 11 players from Dynamo Kiev. 

Losanovsky, 47, has been chief coach twice before, from 1976-77 
and again for a short spell hetween 1982 and 1983. 


Maloteyev, 43, put his faith in younger players, dropping seasoned 
professionals like Alexander Chivadze and Oleg Blokhin. 

But, after a disastrous start to the qualifying campaign and with his 
future in doubt, he reversed his plans. 


Four successive home victories in the autumn of 1985 — against 
West Germany in a friendly, then against Denmark, treland and Nor- 
way in World Cup qualifying games — saw his team easily through to 
the finals and restored Malofeyev's reputation. 

The impressive 1-0 win over Denmark make the Soviet side look 
like one of the more fancies European sides for the finals. 

But this year things have gone wrong and, after defeats by Spain, 
Mexico, England and Romania and a feeble 0-0 draw at home to Fin- 


land, Malofeyev has lost his job. 
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Iraq, eliminated from the 
1974 World Cup by Australia; 
goes to Mexico under the 
leadership of Brazilian coach 
Edu, who was here last year 
with Vasco da Gama. 

Under his coaching, Vasco, 
weakened by injuries, lost 1-2 
to the Socceroos in the final of 
an international tournament 
at the MCG. 

Edu, elder brother of Brazilian 
ace Zico. was born in Rio in 1947, 
played most of his career as an 
attacker with Rio's America Club, 
scoring 348 goals before joining 
Flamengo in 1974. He made 
another move to Vasco da Gama 
before ending his playing days 
with Bahia in 1981. Edu played ten 
matches for. Brazil, making his de- 
but in a goalless draw against Uru- 
guay in Monti-video in 1967. His 
managerial career started in 1982 
with America and he then won the 
Rio league with Vasco da Gama in 
1983 In 1984, Edu was appointed 
manager of Brazil but lasted only 
three matches — a shock 2-0 home 
defeat by England, a 1-0 win over 
Uruguay and a goalless draw 
against Argentine 

After a matter of days in charge 
at Flamengo he went to Iraq, 
‘where he also took over Rasheed 
Club and led them [to the Arab 
Champions’ Cup last December. 

Banned by FIFA from playing 
in Baghdad because of the Gulf 
war, Iraq survived an arduous 
qualifying programme against 
Jordan, Qatar, United Arab Emir- 
ates (UAE) and Syria even though 
they Had to play every tie abroad. 
And that included the decisive 3-1 
victory over Syria which earned 
the ticket to Mexico. 

Now they face their ultimate test 
in the World Cup finals against 
hosts Mexico. Belgium and Para- 
guay in group B — a test they could 
pass with surprising ease in the 
opinion of some well-known ob- 
servers of Asian soccer 

Iraq have shown their recent 
good form and strength with a vic- 
tory over the Algerians in the final 
of the Arab Games in Morocco and 
an equally-impressive 6-2 win 
against a Canadian National XI 

By the time they arrive in Mexi- 
co, they will be as battle-hardened 
and well-prepared as any other of 
the 24 teams. As Algerian coach 
Mohamed Maouche put it: “They 
have a near-military discipline, a 
clear-cut attacking game and are 
not afraid to shoot in front of goal . 

They can do well.” 

President Hussein has already 
handed over a house and car to 
each team member .. . just for 
qualifying. 

Among their warm-up opposition 
was a reinforced Denmark Olym- 
pic team. Eraq failed to impress in 
the first match which the Danes 
won even more comfortably than 
the 2-0 score-line suggests. But a 
different Iraq came out to win by 
the same margin only days later 

“They are good in general, but 
they will have to work harder to 
win against the top teams in the 
World Cup ~ was Danish boss Sepp 
Piontek’s conclusion Iraq — who 
already have a reputation for fit- 
ness among Arab teams need 
more stamina and power he 
thought — and they were also 
weak creating scoring chances, 
although Piontek singled out strik- 
er Hussein Saeed for praise 

Hussein Saeed. Ahmed Radi, Ad- 
nane Derjale and Raad Hammoud) 
will be unfamiliar names to most 
Europeans and Latin Americans, 
but they are well-known in Arab- 
Asian football. Titles stacked on 
the Baghdad trophy shelves in- 
clude gold from the ninth Asian 
Games. held in New Dethi in 1982. 
Iraq beat Asia’s World Cup repre- 
sentative Kuwait in the final 
thanks to a solo effort from Hus- 
sein Saeed. 

Two years later came Olympic 
qualification, grabbing Asia's third 
place at Los Angeles from South 
Korea But the Iraqis disappointed 
their fans in the tournament prop- 
er — which proved. surprisingly. 
to be an even greater crowd puller

Aged 32 caps. Police Club, An outstand- 
ing goalkeeper by any standards, Ham- 
moudi was a member of the Iraq team 
which won the Arab Student Games in 
Cairo in 1975 and he has since gone to 
establish himself as the best goalkeep- 
er in the Asian world. He has been the 
first-choice goalkeeper for Iraq since 
the Gulf Cup win in Qatar in 1976 and 
last August he was voted the best goal- 
keeper in Arab soccer during the Pan- 
Arab games. His excellence was one of 
the main reasons for Iraq’s success 
against Syria in their Asian group play- 
offs during which he was beaten only 
once during 180 minutes play — and 
that from 4 penalty. Hammoudi has 
found time to also develop a remark- 
able business ucumen during his ca- 
reer and he has bought an industrial 
factory in Iraq and earned the nick- 
name of “the businessman” in the 
team’s dressing room. Sent abroad for 
treatment after injury this year. 

FATAH NUSAIF. Goalkeeper. Army 
Al-Djcish. 35. The oldest player in the 
list for Mexice. Started his career in 
1969 but did not get a call for the na- 
tional team until 1976 against Algeria. 
Nusaif. a teacher of Arabic, did not re- 
appear unti] 1980. His bravery helped 
Army Club win the President Saddam 
Hussein cup in 1983 and the league one 
vear later. Iraq's keeper for 1984 Mer- 
lion Cup win in Singapore. 

AHMED JASSIM. Goalkeeper. Ra- 
sheed. 26. Joined Rasheed from Zawra 
in 1985. Made his debut in Iraq's 1-1 
draw against Brahrain in the Arab Cup 
in Taif, Saudi Arabia, in July 1985. 

ADNAN DIRJAL. Sweeper. Rasheed. 
27. Pillar of the defence made his first 
appearance for Iraq in the 2-1 win over 
Qater in the 1978 Asian Games in Bang- 
kok. His attacking style has earned 
many spectacular goals. Started his 
league career with Zawra in 1977 with 
whom he won the league (wo years lat- 
er. In the early 19805, he moved to Stu- 
dents Club playing a key role in its 
championship wins of 1981 and 1982. 
Last season he moved to Rasheed. 
Scored a brilliant goal when Iraq beat 
South Korea on its way toe the 1984 
Olympics: He intercepted a ball on the 
half-way line, dribbled past three de- 
fenders and shot home from more than 
30 vars out. Former national captain, 
injured in a clash earlier this year with 
Chelsea’s David Specdie. 

SAMEER SHAKER. Sweeper or Left 
Back. Rasheed. 28. Fierce tackler. Won 
his first cap in Iraq's 7-1 victory over 
Jordan in Baghdad in 1982. Started with 
Army Club in 1976 before leading Sa- 
laddin to its first league title in 1983. 

MAAD IBRAHIM. Centre-Back, Ra- 
sheed, 22. The only surprise in the list 
for Mexico after starring on his Iraq 
debut in the 2-0 defeat of a Danish XI. 
Started with Tijjara, played only five 
matches for Air Force and moved on to 
Rasheed at halfway through last 
season. 

KHALIL ALAWL Defender or Right- 
side of Midfield. Rasheed. 28. Elder 
brother of midfielder Karim Alawi, De- 
but in Iraq’s 1-0 defeat by Kuwait in 
1982. Noted for his ability to score from 
long range. Alawi is the specialist tak- 
er of free kicks and remembered for 
two vital goals against Syria in the Pan 
Arab Games and the fast World Cup 


- qualifiers. 


GHANIM URAIBI (Aribi). Full-Back. 
Shabab. 25. Debut for Iraw in the 1-l 
draw against Bahrain in Arab Cup in 
Saudi Arabia last July. Likes to play the 
ball out of defence with skill rather 
than strength. * 

KADHUM MUTASHAR. Centre- 
Back. Rasheed. 26. Former Students 
central defender. replaced injured 
Nadhum Shaker during the 1984 Arab 
Gulf Cup. First cap against East Ger- 
many ina 1-1 draw in Baghdad in 1984. 

BASIM QASIM. Defender. Police. 22. 
First cap in 1-1 draw against Bahrain 
in the 1985 Arab Cup in Taif, Saudi Ara- 
bia. Key role in Iraq's winning of the 
1985 Pan Arab Games title in Morocco 
last August. 

JAMAL ALI. Midfielder or Defender. 
Students (Al-Talabih). 30. Debut in 
Iraq's 4-1 defeat by Poland in Warsaw 
in 1980. Joined Students in 1974 where 
he won two league medals in 1981 and 
1982. Youngest-ever Iraqi captain when 
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hé led them io second place in 1977 
Merdeka cup in Malaysia. Recalled to 
the squad (wo years ago. 

NATIK HASHIM. Midfielder. Ra- 
sheed. 26. Debut in Iraq's 2-8 win over 
Jordan in 1981, Joined Rasheed last 
season from Army Club where he won 
the championship in 1984. Vieira rated 
Natik Hashim for his ability to score 
goals from midfield. One such was the 
third World Cup goal against VAE in 
Dubai. 

ALI HUSSEIN. Midfielder. 25. Stu- 
dents. Debut in Iraq’s 4-0 win over 
Guinea in Baghdad in 1982 where he 
scored his first goal at international 
fevel. Known as “Flying Midfielder” 
and really is useful in the air. Held his 
position for five years until he was in- 
jured in a friendly against Egypt in 
1984. One of a family of 15. 

KARIM M, ALAWI. Midtielder. Ra- 


* sheed. 27. First appearance in the 1-0 


win over Poland in Baghdad in 1980. 
Famed for his acrobatic World Cup 
goal against Oatar last May. Has had 
injury problems. 

SHAKER MAHMOUD. Midfield or 
Left Back. Rasheed. 22. Promising star 
who contributed {o Iraq's victory in the 
1983 Palestine Youth Cup in Morocco. 
Debut for traq in the 4-0 win over Saudi 
Arabia in Gulf Cup in Oman in 1984. 
Member of the team that won the Pan 
Arab Games last August, Mahmoud 
scored the second of Iraq's three goals 
against Syria in the final World Cup 
qualifier. 

HARIS MOHAMED. Midfielder. Ra- 
sheed 28. Debut in Jraq’s 1-6 win over 
Finland in 1979. Top scorer of 1978 
Asian Youth championship in Bangla- 
desh Mohamed was first selected for 
the national team by manager Ammu 
Baba after a friendly in 1978 when he 
scored the winner against them (') for 
the youth team. Inspired Iraq to their 2- 
1 victory over Qatar in the Gulf Cup in 
1982. He scored both poals, the second a 
spectacular spike from 25 yards. For- 
merly played for Students. 

BASIL GORGIS, Midfield or Centre 
Back. Shabab. 25. First cap in the I-l 
draw against East Germany in Bagh- 
dad in 1982. Last season he switched to 
Central defence for his club. Another of 
last year’s Pun Arab Games winners 
when he scored a decisive early goal 
against Husis Morocco, 

AHMED RADHL. Striker. Rasheed. 
22. Debut in the 7-1 win over Jordan in 
Baghdad in 1982. Started in 1981 with 
Zawra before joining Rashecd last sea- 
son. Former nationa] manager, Ammu 
Baha, caused a sensation when he se- 
fected Radhi for the national team in 
1982 despite his being only 16. His eight 
goals — including two hat-tricks — 
took Iraq to victory in the Palestine 
Youth Soccer Cup in Morocco in 1983. 
Nicknamed ‘Disco Ahmed‘! 

WAMEEDH MUNEER. Winger. Stu- 
dents, 25. Helped win Palestine Youth 
Cup in 1983 and made senior debut in 
the 3-2 defeat by Jordan in 1984. Played 
in the 1934 Olympic qualifiers in Singa- 
pore where he scored the fastest goal 
— firing fraq ahead against Japan 
within fifteen seconds with a diving 
header. Missed Iraq's two World Cup 
fies with Syria because of back trouble. 

ENAD ABED. Striker. Rasheed. 34. 
Joined Rasheed fast season after win- 
ning the league medal with Saladdin in 
1983. First appearance for Iraq in the l- 
1 draw against Bahrain last July in the 
Arab Cup, in which he was top scorer. 
Sank Saudi Arabia in the semi-final by 
Scoring two goals in ten minutes. 

KARIM SADDAM. Striker. Rasheed. 
27. Former Army striker won his first 
cap in the 1-1 draw against East Ger- 
many in Baghdad in 1984. If was his 
injury time goal against the United 
Arab Emirates last September which 
took Iraq, who had been 2-0 behind, into 
the final round of the World Cup 
qualifiers. 

HUSSEIN SAEED. Striker. Students. 
28. Born Dee 21, 1958 Iraq's answer to 
Platini, Maradona and Zilo. lraq debut 
against Saudi A.abia tn a poalless draw 
in Riyadh in 1977 when he scored a 
“coal” which was disallowed, Twice top 
scorer of the Asian Youth champion- 
ship — in 1976 and 1977 — four times 
top scorer of the Iraqi first division and 
twice Golf Cup top scorer — in 1979 and 
1984, Top scorer in 1979 world military 
championship. Saeed joined Students in 
1975 inspiring them to league champi- 
onship wins in 1931 and 1982.
